Wickham’'s Exploit _. 

N JUNE, 1876, Sir Henry Wickham, an English explorer, 
just back from Brazil, hurried to the botanical gardens 
at Kew, with some seeds that he had gathered in the South 
American jungle.

| Editor Automvtive Daily News:— 
Dear Sir: The greatest problem 
confronting the automotive  in- 


dustry at this time is the satis- 
factory disposition of used cars. 


For the past five years this prob-- 


jlem has heen one of such acute 
jinterest to the manufacturer and 
|dealer that it has attracted their 
|ecombined interest, and numerous 
plans have been advanced by both, 
so far without offering a practicad 
solution to the question. 

Véry obviously any such plan 
that may hope to solve the prob- 
lem must take into consideration 
and fairly serve the interests of— 

The owner*the dealer and the 
manufacturer. 

This, it would appear, can only 
be fairly dealt with on the basis 
that, regardless of the list price of 
the car, the manufacturer respon- 
sible for its existence has built into 
it a predetermined number of en- 
gine hours of operation under av- 
‘erage conditions of lubrication and 
minor repairs. 

These engine hours may be 
readily translated into miles, 
and so, as a consequence, a fair 

mileage expectancy can be pre- 
dicted for each class of vehicle. 
Beyond this, except in rare 
cases, the vehicle ceases to have 
an intrinsic value as a medium 
\for the manufacture of transpor- 
tation, and should be so regarded 
by both dealer and owner. 

Machine tools for the production 
of various commodities are and 
have been so regarded, as are pub- 
lic utility units, either motor 
coaches or railed cars and locomo- 
tives. 

The automobile, be it designed 

for the transportation of passengers 
or freight, constitutes a tool for the 
manufacture of transportation. To 
be sure, its, life varies with. (1) 
materials, workmanship and design 
which regulate its initial cost and 
(2) intelligent Speration and main- 
genance. 
*‘As to the latter, our present sys- 
tem of good roads has in a great 
measure eliminated. thd ‘abuse of 
yehicles which was prevalent some 
years since, when cars’ were oper- 
ated over unimproved roads to a 
very great -degree.

biles each year through proper 
channels. 

The predetermination of the 
average of car mileage life. in- 
dicates that existing makes be 
divided into groups, each group 
covering certain price ranges, 
and the fact that the industry 
is most highly competitive in- 
sures that cars in each price 
group may be expected to deliver 
comparative mileage is of suf- 
ficient guarantee that such divi- 
sions would be fair to all alike. 
Therefore it is suggested that 
these groups ke arranged approxi- 
mately as follows:—

basis of supplying the public with 
units for the manufacture of trans- 
portation expressed in “automotive 
miles,’’ and that each unit in the 
group, if givén proper care, can be 
expected to produce for the pur- 
chaser the predetermined number 
of miles, that in the future “trade 
in” values and aHowances will be 
predicated upon the number of 
miles remaining within the capacity 
of the vehicle at the time of such 
allowance. 

Coincident to the general adop- 
tion of the’ above policy by the 
manufacturers, their product will 
be equipped with such a standard 
recording device, and such product 
so equipped will on future sales de- 
termine definitely the true value of 
the vehicle for trade-in purposes. 

May we herewith give an exam- 
ple under this plan of determining 
the transportation value of one unit 
under the above-suggested plan:— 


Group 1—List prices, $500 to $7650. 

Ford—Manufacturer's rated engine hour 
life at 1,600 R. P. M. equals 43000 hours; 
manufacturer's list price, $600, divided by 
4,000 hours, equals lic per engine hour; 
engine hours consumed as shownon tran- 
someter, 3,000 hours; balance useful life, 
1,000 engine hours at 1l5c eduals $150; 
engine hour at 1,600 R. P. M--delivers 20 
miles of transportation; engine hour con- 
sumed, 3,.060x20 miles. or 60,600 miles 
of transportation deiivered; depreciation, 
$450, at+60,000 miles, or .067 per mile. 


The above, of course, are ap- 
proximate figures to illustrate the _ 
determination of costs per mile to” 
the consumer. 

The dealer, in making the al- 
lowance of $150 for the used car, 
feels reasonably assured that -he 
has taken in a unit capable of de- 
livering 1,000 additional engine 
hours. The “transometer”’ read- 
ing is proof to his customer on 
such vehicle that he may expect 
5,000 miles from his purchase, and 
at that time, if he wishes*to dis- 
pose of it, the junk déaler and 
not the dutomotive dealér, is the 
man to negotiate with. **
